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Tech Prep Consolidation:  Continuation Activities 
 
Issue 
 
The new legislation has adopted the tech prep philosophy into the main purposes of the 
basic grant, and gives states the option of consolidating Tech Prep with the Basic grant.  
Once consolidated with the basic grant, the funds will be allocated and used according to 
the provisions of the basic grant, not Tech Prep.  However, the law also allows states to 
withhold and allocate funds under a “Reserve” category through which regional consortia 
could be funded to perform some or all of Tech Prep programs and initiatives.
